Tbi- pea <.TOI> can hantly be said to 


be properly introduced into the ccctrn! 
west. In sonic ca»c)i attempts to grow 
the crop have resulted in failure. How- 
ever, It is our opinion that this is a crop 
thi't will some day be grown extenslvi»- 
ly in this area, says Iowa Mumi'Mcad. 
Our reason for believing this IB that it 
belongs to tiiiit family of plants known 
as soil rennvrjtors. of which rod clover 
is the chief. It is true that the pen vine 
is somewhat incumbent in its nature, 
ami because of ibis tho crop in a little 
hard to handle. At tin- same time there 
are a number uf method* which tuny be 
employed in utilizing tho crop, i'oas 
contain more than ^0 ji-r cent of Jjfo- 
ti-in and ILe cniiu is with.nl palatable 
to all kini!: :>f >:<><•!;. I", r ho^-s it is 
jienrrally necessary t<> MM!; or grind the 
train beeaino of its tliniy nature. As a 
food for fattening IIOKK pta meal is IK>£- 
siMy superior to any othi r single jn-ain. 
However, it i« possibly as n supplemen- 
tary food tliat pens ha\<' me greatest 
\.ilue—that N. when foil in conjiiiictiun 
with corn, oats or barley. 


Pea* and Soft Corn. 


If fee.ter* of the centra! west could 


only obtain a supplj of peas to feed 
with tin ir soft corn during this winter 
it would h< !|) solve the probietii that is 
now the great bugbear of tb<> s:o<jlcuiati. 
A ration coiiMstliiK of three parts corn 
and one part pea men I would frive 
s{>l»ml!d results. It would not only he 
palatable M> that it would be eaten in 
sufliciont quantities, but it would be 
highly uutr tiotis. The fattening quail- 
tit's would !><• furnished by corn while 
the peas, as well as furnishing fatten- 
ing constituents. Mipply flesh forming 
material. At the price tlii.s cereal s 
commanding in th<- m.irkot it would be 
utterly impossible to fe<xl it this year 
Hi i< nrnfit hut tlii' point we wish to 
make at this time K that it may be 
worth while to acquire a little more in- 
formation concerning tln-rfiierit of this 
crop.
